PEACE AMONG THE ELKS. 


The Compromise Has Been Ratified 
by the Grand Lodge of the Order, 

Atlantic City, N. J., July 10.—Peace has 
been restored in Elkdom. This was ef- 
fected at this morning’s session of the 
grand lodge of the Benevolent Protective 
Order of Elks. The entire compromise 
agreement made yesterday between Det- 
weiler, Hay and the board of grand trus- 
tees was enthusiastically ratified by the 
grand lodge when it was read today. The 
agreement provides that the constitution 
as amended in Atlantic City last year shall 
be submitted to subordinate lodges for 
ratification. Lodges institiied by the 
Jamestown body are to be considered reg- 
ular. The two Punxsutawney, Pa., 
lodges are ordered to be consolidated. Pay- 
ment of per capita tax to either side is to 
be considered full satisfaction of that in- 
debtedness. All suits are to be dismissed. 
All property and funds held by Messrs 
Bechel, Smith and Detweiler are to be 
surrendered and the question of judgment 
of indebtedness incurred is to be submitted 
to a en cial committee. 

After settling the controversy in the or- 
der at this morning’s session, the Elks 
this afternoon held a street parade. Tne 
stronges: lodges in line were from Hart- 
ford, Conn., Philadelphia, New York, Bal- 
timore, Washington, Camden, N. J., and 
Chicago.

ALLISON WAS THERE 


And the Republican Convention Went 
Wild When He Appeared. 

Des Moines, Ia., July 10.—The well-or- 
ganized forces of General Francis Marion 
Drake, of Centerville, achieved a signal 
victory in the republican state convention 
when Mr. Drake was nominated for gov- 
ernor on the sixth ballot after one of the 
most warmly’ contested ante-convention 
campaigns ever witnessed in Iowa. Gen- 
eral Drake had as his chief competitor ex- 
United States Senator James F. Harlan, 
of Mount Pleasant, a man highly esteemed 
in lowa, and especially beloved by republi- 
cans because of the conspicuous part he 
took in the politics of the country during 
the civih war perfod: and because of his 
friendship for President Abraham Lin- 
coln. 

General Drake, who is equally popular, 
was backed by a shrewdly organized fol- 
lowing of working politicians. The third 
strongest candidate for governor on the 
opening ballot was ex-State Senator Mait 
Parrott, of Waterloo, who was given the 
second place on the ticket, defeating for 
renomination Lieutenant Dungan, of 
Chariton. 

There were seven other candidates for 
governor, J. B. Harsh, of Creston; E. 8. 
Ormsby, of Emmettsburg; J. L. Kamrar, 
of Webster City; W. M. McFarland, of 
Estherville, the present secretary of state; 
State Senator A. B. Conway, of New 
Sharon; F. C. Letts, of Marshalftown, and 
w. S. Russell, of Perry. The strength of 
each rapidly disappeared after the first 
ballot.

Sabin, of Clinton, and Railroad Commis- 
sioner George W. Perkins, of Farragut, 
were renominated without difficulty.

CORNELL'S PACE WAS TOO FAST 


The Oarsmen Overexerted Themselves and 
Had Wot Strength for the Finiso.

Henley-on-Thames, July 10,—The second 
day of the Henley regatta opened with 
fine weather and was marked by a large 
attendance, many persons being present 
who were detained in London yesterday. 
‘The principal features of the day's pro- 
sramme were the.trial heats between Cor- 
ell univeraity, of Ithaca, and Trinity hall, 
Cambridge, and New College, Oxford, and 
Eton college, for the grand challenge cup, 
the winners of which will contest in the 
final heat for the trophy. The first of 
these heats «the fourth of the series) was 
between New College and Bton and’ was 
won by the former by a length and a half. 

It was thought that the Sharp division 
Of opinion as to the justice of the Cornells 
retaining the heat they had won unopposed 
yesterday would spur the Ithaca boys to 
efforts today which would show conclusive- 
ly that the result would have been the 
same if the Leander boat had started. But 
they showed nothing of the kind, for the 
Trinity hall men beat them with the great- 
est ol ease. 

Important as this heat was, it did not 
engage the attention of the multitude as 
it once would have done had there been no 
international interests in which America 
Was a factor. Indeed, the interest in the 
day’s programme seemed to be centered 
in the one heat vetween Cornell and Trinity 
hall. After the heat between the eight of 
New couege and Bion cumege, tne Corneli-

The Big Race of the Day. 

There was not nearly as strong a wind 
today off the Berks shore as there was 
yesterday, but the position of the Trinity 
boat on that side was still worth something.

the minute. Indeed, they did not alter this 
Stroke for the remainder of the course, 
over which they rowed in racing fashion. 
Almost imperceptibly they improved their 
position, rowing with the regularity of a 
perfect piece of machinery, and at the end 
of the next quarter of a mile They had in- 
creased their lead to a third of a length. 
It was impossible, however, to gain much 
more advantage of the Trinity crew, who 
were rowing at a regular stroke of thirty- 
eight to the minute and sticking to the 
Cornellers in a most determined manner. 

At the half mile distance mark, the Faw- 
ley court boathouse, however, the Cornell 
men had managed to gain a lead of half a 
length and it séemed as though they would 
win without doubt, if they could stand the 
pace, which they apparently were as well 
able to do as the Trinitys. 

As a matter of fact they had thus far 
gone just a little bit faster than the Cam- 
bridge men. But suddenly there came a 
change. The Trinity hall boat began to 
slowly but surely gain on the American 
boat and by the time they had reached the 
three-quarter of a mile mark they had 
knocked off nearly half their opponents’ 
lead. This pace was kept up at the same 
stroke, and at Pushey Gate. a furlong be- 
yond the three-quarter mark, they had se- 
cured the lead, drawing up to a little less 
than a quarter of a length. A short dis- 
tance beyond this point Trinity had drawn 
level with the Cornells, and when the mile 
was reached Trinity had passed the Ithaca 
crew and for the first time in the race had 
her nose in front of the opposing boat.

that two or three of the crew were not in 
condition, but incapacitated as he was, he 
was obliged to take the words of others as 
to their condition. The contention of the 
Cornelis that they had the worst side of the 
river, however, is not tenable, since, by 
their own admission, they did not regard 
the position as worth more than two 
lengths to the crew fortunate to draw, 
whereas they were beaten out of sight 
and crossed the line with a boatload of 
paralytics.

The Way Englishmerm Take It. 

London, July 10.—The Pall Mall Gazette, 
in its‘comments on Cornell's performance 
yesterday, says: 

“The Americans certainly have the very 
worst kind of luck when théy come to this 
country. They race just @s heartily as the 
English sportsmen are actystomed to wel- 
come them, The Vigilant And her center 
board still rankle in the piilnds of yachts- 
men, the Yale-Oxford meiJng did not pass 
off withopt unpleasantness, and one can- 
not forget how Corbett, after being made 
much of by the National Sporting Club, 
whose reputation for fairness is unequaled, 
declared on his return to the United States 
that he would never box Jackson under 
their auspices, as he would not receive fair 
play. But the action of the Cornell boat in 
not returning to the post was a rather dif- 
ferent matter, and merely indicated the 
American inability to understand English 
notions of sportsmanlike behavior. If the 
Leanders had behaved as the Cornells did, 
many hundreds of members of that club 
who were present, would have felt impelled 
to hide their time-honored pink caps in their 
pockets, and things were not improved by 
the shouts of the Cornell contingent who 
were running along the banks, some wav- 
ing bannerets and some wearing. sashes 
over their shoulders like Sunday Hyde 
park processionists. They were evidently 
of the opinion that the Britishers were lick- 
ed out of sight, and though Cornell was 
paddling leisurely along, they were shouted 
to to make it a record.

Games October ith 
Suggest 220-yard run instead of 300, as our 
straight tracks are only 220 yards long 
Yale will arrange house in New York and 
put track at Cambridge’s disposal if Cam- 
bridge wishes.

Mr. A. B. Coxe, of the Yale advisory 
committee, sailed for London on the Paris 
this afternoon. He is authorized to ar- 
range all details in regard to the meeting 
which is now assured. 


PENNSYLVANIANS MEET. 


Their Building Will Be Headquarters 
but Will Contain No Exhibit. 

Harrisburg, Pa., July 10.—(Special.)—At 
the meeting of the executive committee of 
the state commission to look after the in- 
tereste of Pennsylvania at the Atlanta ex- 
position held in the executive department 
today ft was decided to accept the site of- 
fered for the Pennsylvania building at the 
exposition, and a structure to cost $10,000, 
including furniture, etc., will be erected. 
The building will follow the lines of In- 
dependence Hall, Philadelphia, and will be 
located next to the government building 
and the art building. Joined to it will be 
a smaller building for the Liberty bell. 
The Pennsylvania building will contain no 
exhibits, but will be used entirely as a 
headquarters for residents of the Keystone 
State who attend the exposition. Novem- 
ber 14th has been selected as Pennsylvania 
day and the entire commission will attend 
in a body. Governor Hastings will soon 
issue a proclamation calling on the péople 
of Pennsylvania to prepare exhibits for the 
exposition, and Secretary Keenan will send 
out a circular all over the state. The gov- 
ernor will tomorrow announce the appoint- 
ment of twenty ladies as members of the 
auxiliary, who will meet with the commis- 
sion kere on July i7th.

THE CRIME CONCEALED FROM HER. 


But Another Daughter, Debby, Was 
in Her Mother’s Confidence. 


DEBBY DENIES HAVING A HAND IN IT 


Ashley Coombs Describes His Visit to the 
Nobles Place to Inquire For 
the Old Man. 


Jeffersonville, Ga., July 10.—(Special.)—A 
surging mass of humanity overrun this lit- 
tle town at an early hour this morning. All 
stores and public places were crowded until 
just before 8 o'clock, when the crowd focus- 
ed at the courthouse. Here every availa- 
ble place for seeing and hearing was taken 
advantage of and railings and stairways and 
tables were crowded; wagons and buggies 
were pushed up to the high windows of the 


courtroom and a sea of faces looked in at 


the proceedings. 

Indictments having been found, promptly 
at 8 o’clock proceedings began with Eliz- 
abeth Nobles, the wife, Debby Nobles, the

eighteen-year-old daughter of William 
Nobles, and Gus Fambles, Mary 
Fambles and Dalton Joyner, negroes in the 


prisoners’ dock. These five had joined their 
cases and were to be tried together. The 


prisoners were all cleanly dressed for the 
occasion. Mrs. Nobles wore a red and 
black plaid dress, which was almost entire- 
ly hid by a white muslin apron, rather 
elaborately trimmed with lace edging. Her 
hat brim was wide in front and while she 
kept her head bowed nearly all the time, 
her eyes were raised @nd peeped out at 
her surroundings constantly. 

Debby was rather jauntily dressed, a 
black woolen skirt and pretty white muslin 
waist profusely trimmed with hamburg 
edging made a neat costume. Her hat was 
decorated with red and a yellow silk belt 
encircled her waist. Her head was held up 
all the time and she looked steadily at all 
without the least tremor. Indeed her ap- 
pearance was saucy. 

The negroes wore their every-day cloth- 
ing and none of the prisoners manifested 
any nervousness, 3 

The jury was rather easily obtained. The 
state objected to two or three only, while 
the defense rejected most of those placed 
upon them. About six went off for being op- 
posed to capital punishment-dnd a dozen for 
not being impartial. 

The story as told by the witnesses shows 
the murder to have been one of the most 
unprovoked and cruel in the annals of 
crime. Ashley B. Combs told how he went 
to see Mrs. Nobles when he learned of the 
disappearance of her husband, whom he had 
known so many years. The witness said 
he liked Mrs. Nobles. He thought she was 
a good woman and expressed his sympathy 
for her in her trouble. She told him how 
Mr. Nobles had left to go to Danville 
or Allentown with some plows and to get ua 
little dram, She asked him in the event he 
could not find some reliable person going to 
Macon by whom he could send to go to Ma- 
con himself. She expressed herself as being 
very uneasy and very much troubled at her 
husband’s continued absence. 

Mr. Combs asked: “Did you not send Ma- 
ry Fambles to Danville *this morning?’ 

She answered: “No.” 

“Well, she went there, did she not?’ 

“She hasn’t been there at all.” 

“She was there, though, for I saw her 
there,”’ said Coombs. 

“Oh, yes, I sent her there for a dollar's 
worth of sugar.” 

“You gave her a $10 bill did you not?” 

“No, i gave her $1, but she had a $10 
bill.” 

“Did she bring you your change?” 

“No.” 

“Let me go and get it for you.”’ 

“No; she is a mighty good negro, and hon- 
est, and will bring it.” 

Continuirg Mr. Coombs said: “Just 
then the negro appeared at the well. 
I desired to call her but Mrs, Nobles would 


suspicions and I told several of it, and we 
decided to arrest Mary Fambles and her 
husband.”’ 

The Fambles woman confessed and im- 
plicated the others. Then all of them con- 
fessed except Dalton Joyner, who strongly 
denies any complicity. These confessions, 
however, were not made until the body 
had been found. 

Sher'ff S. E. Jones testified that he went 
to the Nobles place in response to a tele- 
gram. It was after dark when he got 
there. There was much excitement and 
several times exclamations of “hang them” 
were made. The prisoners were very cool, 
considering the excitement outside of the 
house. The hatchet was produced in court. 
It was heavy with a broad handle about 
fourteen inches long. Jones found it under 
a log back of the crib. Debby told the 
sheriff she wanted the old man kiiled be- 
cause he was rough on her. In answer to 
the question as to whether she had given 
him cause to be rough to her, she answer- 
ed: “Once.”’ ‘Asked what that was, she 
answered that she had a baby. 

Mary Fiambles told Sheriff Jones that

Mr. Nobles and Gus had some words in 
the field. She told Mrs. Nobles about it 
and remarked that old man Nobles ought 
to be killed. 

“Then why in the devil don’t Gus kill 
him?’’ was Mrs. Nobles’s comment. 

Sennette Arnoid testified as to finding the 

body. A handful of red dirt was on top 
of the straw and leaves. He gave the sig- 
nal to the other searchers and they as- 
sembled and removed the body. The grave 
was only five feet long and twenty inches 
deep. Nobles was very tall and sparely 
built. The legs had to be doubled up to 
get him in the grave. The skull at the 
back of the head was crushed. Clotted 
blood and brains were in the wound. 
. Haywood Wynn told how old Mrs. Nobles 
had decoyed her husband to the place of 
his death by dropping corn upon the 
ground as though thieves had dropped it 
there. She persuaded him not to go to the 
dwelling house when he came in from work 
at dusk, but to go immediately and take 
his stand for the corn thieves. She said 
she would get his gun for him. She did 
not carry the gun, but hid it so that the 
children, not seeing it in its usual place, 
would suppose she hag carried it to their 
father. 

Dr. E. J. Denson testified that there 
were tree wounds and that either of them 
would have produced death. The position 
of the wotnds showed that the persons 
who gave them were standing and that 
Nobies was in a stooping posture. 

Eifie Nobles testified that her father call- 
ed to her mother to bring his gun. He was 
at the gate, and her mother went out in 
response to the call. She was gone about 
fifteen minutes. Her mother, after return- 
ing, went out on the porch and talked to 
Mary Fambles. The witness, Effie, went 
to bed. Her father did not eat supper with 
‘the family that night, which was a very 
unusual occurrence. The witness asked her 
mother where her father was, and the 
mother replied, ‘“‘Out behind the crib watch- 
ing for thieves.? 

The next morning her father was ab- 
sent, and her mother told her he had gone 
to Danville cr Allentown, saying that he 
left about 3 o'clock, The witness examined 
her parents’ bed and saw no impression 
of where her father had slept. 

Effie Nobles made a statement saying that 
she knew of the murder, but took no part 
in it. 

Dalton Joyner stated that he went to Gus 
Fambles’s house on the night of the mur- 
der after a chicken. He got the chicken 
and left. He said he was not gone more 
than fifteen minutes. He denied any com-

plicity in the crime. ( 


Mary Fambles simply denied knowing any- | 


thing about the murder. All of these pris- 
oners, except Dalton, have ccnfessed the 
crime repeatedly heretofore. 

The defense introduced no testimony, and 
the arguments, of course, will begin at 7 
o’clock in the morriing. The evidence of 
other witnesses is about the same as the 
above. 

Gus Fambles told the witress, Coombs, and 
others. that Mrs. Nobles struck the first 
blow, which felled the old man to a stoop- 
ing position. He, Fambles, struck the sec- 
ond, and Dalton Joyner, the third blow. 
All agree that Mrs. Nobles paid $10 to have 
him killed, and one witness has testified 
that she promised him $0 more, and Effie 
premised $10. This was in Mary Fambles’s 
confession in the courtroom. A small bot- 
tle of cologne was handed Debby by a 
brother-in-law. It might have contained 
something else, and was promptly taken 
possession of by the sheriff. Solicitor Tom 
Eason, in outlining the state’s case, creat- 
ed somewhat of a sensation by saying they 
did not even give him a Christian burial, 
but took him off into the bushes and shov- 


ed him into @ hole as if he were a hog, _

SANTIAGO DE CUBA VERY SICKLY 


The Death Rate is $00 9 Month—Fever 
Is Killing the Soldiers Rapidly. 
The Spanish Forces. 


New York, July 10.—A national Cuban pres. 
idential election is being held all over the 
United States today and also im Mexico, 
Jamaica and South America. 

Last night the political clubs composing 
the international party of Cuban revolu- 
tionists met in the various cities of these 
countries and every one elected a delegate 
to tne electoral college, which will decide 
who is to be president of the provisional 
government of Cuba to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of the late President 
Jose Marti. 

The election being special for the office 
of president only, the delegates of the 
electoral college will not meet together, but 
will send their attested ballots to the offices 
of the treasurer of the party in every one 
of the countries named. Then tM interna- 
tional delegates will count the ballots 
and declare the election of the successful 
candidate. 

The treasurer of the party in the United 
States is Mr, Benjamin J. Guerra, whose 
headquarters are in this city. Today Mr, 
Guerra is absorbed in the interesting oc- 
cupation of receiving election returns. 

There are, it is said, over 100 clubs, con- 
trolling as many election districts in the 
United States. At 1 o’clock returns had 
been received from New York city, Chi- 
cago, New Orleans, Jacksonville, Vera 
Cruz, Mexico and Philadelphia. 

The delegates from all of these cities 
will cast their ballots for Thomas Palma. 
“The indications are,” said Mr. Guerra 
today, “that Mr. Palma will be elected 
unanimously, for all of the other candidates 
have wi#ldrawn or are withdrawing.” 

“Whe will the new president be inaugu- 
rated?’’ 

“As soon as practicable. The convention 
of the provisional government will meet 
in Cuba at a very early date, perhaps to- 
morrow, but I cannot give the exact time, 
for cable communication is so often in- 
terrupted that delay is often eaused on 
most important matters. 

“The new president is a lawyer by pro- 
fession and has a good record as a wise 
statesman, a man of broad views and @ 
brave soidier. He has been identified with 
the cause of Cuban independence for many 
years. : 

“There is now no doubt that, 
publican governmént will soon 
established in Cuba and it will 
country after that.’’ 

Never Said It. 

Washington, July 1.—Mr. Dupuy de Lome, 
the Spanish minister, left Washington thie 
morning for Boston, and will pass the re- 
mainder of the summer in Massachusetts. 
Previous to his departure Mr. de Lome had 
received no intimation that his govern- 
ment desired an explanation of the Figaro- 
Eustis interview in Paris. 

Ambassador Eustis’s denial of the al- 
leged interview is accepted in official cir- 
cles as conclusive. 

This denial has been accentuated by the 
following cable message sent from Paris 
by a personal friend of the ambassador to 
the Washington bureau of The Philadel- 
phia Ledger: 

“There is no truth whatever in the re- 
ported interview published in The Figaro 
with Ambassador Eustis. He never uttered 
what is attributed to him and did not dis- 
cuss with any person the subjects treated 
in the publication. The fullest and most 
emphatic denial is given the entire story 
by the ambassador.” 
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SAYS HE WHIPPED THEM. 


General Navarro Claims a Victory. 
Fever at Santiago de Cuba. 

Santiago de Cuba, July 10.—General Na- 
varro reports having attacked and dis- 
lodged from their position the insurgent 
band under command of the rebel leeader 
Viatoriano Garzon. This leader held a 
strong position at Alto de Villalon, and 
his band greatly outnumbered the troops 
under Navarro. The battle was desper- 
ately waged, but Garzon was finally com- 
pelled to retreat with heavy losses, Gar- 
zon himself being wounded. The govern- 
ment troops are in pursuit of the retreating 
band. Navarro’s loss was very light, only 
three men being seriously wounded. 

The sanitary condition of this city ¢on- 
tinues very bad. From June 26th to 29th, 
there were seventy-six deaths, twenty-six 
of whom were soldiers. The death rate 
for the past three months shows a fright- . 
ful increase, as compared with the same | 
period of 184. Last year the deaghs re- 
ported for April were sixty-nine; May, 
seventy one, and June, thirty-five. This 
year’s figures are: April, 157; May, 198, and, 
while the June figures are not yet known, 
the indications point to somefhing over 
The death rate in Puerto Principe is 
very heavy, owing to the prevalence of 
yellow fever. Forty-five per cent of the 
deaths there are soldiers. 

Since the beginning of the war, Spain 
has sent to “7S island twenty-three steam- 
ers with troops, 20,20 soldiers, 269 leaders 
and officers and three generais. 

Brigadier General Gasco, commanding 
the Spanish troops at Cristo, reports hav- 
ing had a three-days’ battle with the in- 
surgents at Sierra Maéstra, in this prov- 
ince, capturing a quantity of arms, pro- 
visions, etc. No details of the fighting 
have yet been received. :

3000 REPORTS ARE COMING IN 


Every Part of the State Will Be Repre- 
gented—Southwest Georgia Makes 
a Fine Showing. 


Griffin, Ga., July 10.—(Special.)—The defi- 
nite announcement of Senator Morgan's 
acceptance of the invitation to come to 
the Griffin convention has brought sorrow 
to the administration and other goldbug 
contingents.

The Sentiment Is All Ome Way and 
That Is for Silver. 
Rome, Ga., July 10.—(Special.)\—The sen- 
timent for free silver is rapidly gaining 
ground all over northwest Georgia. 


In Chattooga county it is overwhelming- 
ly in the ascendant, 

“You may tell your folks that it is all 
one way up there,” said Dr. J. A. Rudisill, 
& prominent citizen of Trion, today. ‘We 
have as good a country as ever the sun 
shone on and we are going to be blessed 
with as fine crops as we ever harvested, 
and the only thing holding us down is the 
lack of currency. We must have money 
and we are going to fight it out on that 
line till we obtain redress. 

“Why,” he continued, “it is the most 

posterous thing on earth to say that a 
great and powerful nation, such as ours, 
should be forced to bow the knee to the 
golden calves of -‘Burope. We have not 
forgot the days when silver was absolutely 
at a premium in gold, and those were the 
days of our fairest prosperity. Let them 
restore to us our legitimate money and 
you will see the hills and valleys of north- 
west Georgia blossom like the rose under 
the dominion of a happy and prosperous 
people.”’ 

The Future Prospect. 

“Of course times are looking up,” re- 
marked ‘Squire J. P. J. Henry, one of the 
foremost farmers .of Chattooga county, 
“and I expect that the next two years will 
be the most prosperous we have seen in 
many. but I have serious forebodings for 
the future. 

“If the goldbugs can succeed in fooling 
and flattering us up with good t*mes it 
will pay them to do so for the next two 
years until they can get us completely in 
their clutches, and then goodby prosper- 
ity. peace and plenty of whiclT they harp 
Bo loudly. 
_ “It is all very true that our people have 
learned to raise their own supplies and 
they can raise plenty of them there in 
Chattooga county, but men can’t live sim- 
ply on meat and bread. 

“We want something more than that. We 
want living prices tor our products and 
money with which to purchase the things 
that go to make living comfortable. 

“We not only want a sensible currency. 
founded on the true principles of our gov- 
ernment, but we are going to have it and 
intend to fight for it to the bitter end. We 
can never develop the resources of our 
rich country until we get out from under 
the heel of the money lender, and all the 
Dbounteous gifts of providence will profit 
us little if they are to lie there undevel- 
oped because of our lack of means to bring 
them out.’’ 

How They Have Lied. 

“The advocates of the single gold stand- 
ard,” remarked Mr. Myers, a prominent 
business man, “have lied persistently and 
have lied most outrageously by not telling 
the truth about silver.

South Carolina Blacks Hold a Race Con- 
vention at Colambia. 


THEY APPEAL FOR THE BALLOT 


A Denial Made of a Desire to Again Dom- 
inate the Government—A Pledge to 
’ the Conservatives. 


a 


Columbia, 8. C., July 10.—Today a state 
conference of about 100 of the representa- 
tive negroes of the state met in the state 
senate chamber to discuss the outlook for 
the coming constitutional convention. The 
conference was held with closed doors and 
it was not until tonight late that anything 
was given the press. The negroes adopted 
a long address to “The People of the 
United States.” The address says at the 
outset: 

“As a part of the constitutent elements 
from which our national government draws 
its life-biood in time of peace and from 
whose life-blood it exacts tribute in time 
of war under the broad rec:procal rela- 
tions that should exist among all the peo- 
ple of one common country, that should be 
elastic, offensive or defensive weapous for 
every American cié@zen, however humble 
at home or abroad, in order that the 
theory of government handed down by the 
fathers might be fully realized and en- 
joyed by every individual on every inch 
of national territory, we submit that a 
small bug desperate minority of the popu- 
lation has declared its purpose to perpetu- 
ate its power by uniawfully tramplhkng 
under foot all the rights and franchises 
granted us by the federal constitution as a 
means of protecting life, liberty and prop- 
erty. 

‘“‘We have used every means in defense of 
our constitutional rights and franchises 
known to law-abiding citizens.in this state 
without effect, and as a last resort are 
forced to call upon the strong arm of the 
national government for a defense of rights 
granted and guaranteed by itself. 

“As the army and navy are held in a re- 
serve force to uphold local authorities in 
every state, the federal government in or- 
der not to be imposed upon and used to 
support anarchy under the pretense of 
suppressing it, should see‘to it that a re- 
publican form of government, which we 
understand to be a government inst.tuted 
by the sovereign will of a majority of the 
constitutionally qualified votes, actually 
ex.sts in every state. 

“We humb.y crave our influence with 
the constituted authorities of the nation 
in order that the.r consciences and arms 
might be strengthened in efforts to have 
the constitution and laws of the nation 
upheld so that each American citizen might 
have the equal protection of the law, 
without which constitutional guarantees 
are more mockeries and life itself a,bur- 
den to the people of the state.” 

They attr.:bute the increase of murders 
anf lynchings to the disregard for law 
which the power-glutted party in power 
has displayed and attack without gloves 
the nature of the government of this 
party. They say: 

“As the facts of history themselves 
prove we deny that there has ever been a 
desire or attempt on our part to dominate 
the government. With the large body of 
us voting, mest of whom are i.k.terate and 
poor, there is not as much danger of our 
control of the government as there isof the 
laboring clagses in Massachuseits, New 
York or Pennsylvania, who, with unlimited 
suffrage, do not control. Wh.le we are 
entitled to participation in the govern- 
ment, commensurate with our wealth and 
intelligente, representation is only a 
Seconuary considerat.on compared with our 
right to retain our right of suffrage wh:ch 
cannot be annulled by any cunstitutional 
means.”’ 

They piedge themselves to the fair-mind- 
ed white people of the state that they are 
Willing to aid them in overthrowing the 
small but designing clique in possession 
of the government, if that be asked of 
tnem. They adopted resolutions providing 
for a big fight in the coming election and 
appointed a state executive committee. 


RENEWING THE FIGHT. 


A New Assault To Be Made on the 
Dispensary. 

Columbia, 8. C., July 10.—(Special.)— 
Another supreme effort is to be made to 
overturn the dispensary. District Attorney 
Murphy is to make it. He will base his 
action on an act of congress passed in 189], 
and will ask the United Statese circuit 
court to declare the dispensary law an im- 
mensy monopoly, and in violation of the 
saidjact of congress. 

When the fun will commence is not yet 
knowh, but a number of suits preparatory 
to it have been filed by Murphy, Farrow & 
Legare, of which District Attorney Murphy 
is the senior member. The suits are in the 
nature of civil actions against State Com- 
missioner Mixson for the recovery of liquor 
seized, or of judgment for its value with 
punitive damages 

It is understood that when the district 
attorney brings his action charging viola- 
tion of the act of congress, he will also 
allege the unconstitutionality of the law, 
and will ask Judge Simonton, before whom 
the action ig to be brought, to issue an 
injunction restraining all persons in any- 
way connected with the execution of the 
dispensary system, from performing the 
duties laid upon them by the law. 

An Old Photograph. 

Colonel James G. Gibbes has placed in the 
Office of the secretary of state what he 
claims to be the first photograph ever 
taken in America. It was taken by Colonel 
Gibbes himself in December, 1854, and the 
imprint is on ordinary writing paper. There 
were no artists’ materials then on the 
market and each photographer had to ma- 
nipulate the chemicals and manufacture 
his own materials. The art of making pho- 
etographs, as differing from daguerreotypes, 
had just been discovered in the early part 
of 1854 and Colonel Gibbes, who was in 
Paris at the time, learned the art and 
practiced it for his own amusement upon 
his return to this country. At the same 
time that he: learned, Meade, who after- 
wards became a famous photographer in 
New York, was instructed in the art by 
the same teacher, but Meade did not come 
to this country until the spring of 1835. 

The Penitentiary Ahead. 

The contempt process is to be tried in 
Columbia, William Sheppard, a white man, 
who has been charged several times with 
violating the dispensary law, and against 
whom an order of injunction was issued 
some time ago, has been served with notice 
to appear before Judge Townsend on Thurs- 
day to show cause why he should not be 
attached for contempt and punished for 
violating an order of injunction. The proba- 
bilities are that he will be given a sentence 


in the penitentiary unless he skips before 
that time.

Evidence Favorable to Massey Intro- 
duced in the Trial. 

Norfolk, Va., July 11.—When court assem- 
bled yesterday in the Massey-Pilot case, 
Mr. McCreary, Mrs. Massey’s brother, was 
again on the stand. During his evidence 
witness said that McCreary & Co., of Ala- 
bama, own 6,000 or 7,000 acres of land; would 
swear that they made sevcral thousand 
dollars last year farming, but would not 
swear to the exact amount. Witness sup- 
posed that Mrs. Massey had $1,000 when she 
was married, but would not swear to the 
exact amount; floes not know whether Mr. 
Massey tnade any settlement on Mrs. Mas- 
sey at the time of her marriage; had heard 
some talk of something of the,kind, but 
does not think Mr. Massey did so. The 
affairs of the McCreary family are not, wit- 
ress said, posted sometimes for five years. 
In the winter of 1890-91 Mrs. Massey was 
given $400 or $500 in money and merchandise 
by her two brothers. In the winter of 1891- 
92 she was given money by them, and in 
the winter of 1892-93 she was given several 
hundred dollars. In 1893-94, gave her more 
than usual, as she wanted to pay it on her 
Charlottesville home, She was given other 
money in 1894-965.

Application for a New Charter of the 
Reorganization Committee. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 10.—Application for 
a@ new charter has been made by the re- 
organization committee of the Pennsylva- 
nia Steel Company, and as goon as it is 
granted the court will be asked to discharge 
the receivers and the company will once 
more be in charge of the officers of the 
ccrporetion. 

A meeting of the reorganization committee 
was held yesterday and after a long ses- 
sion it was announcéd that the reorganiza- 
tion was complete, and that the name of 
the new company would be “The Pennsyl- 
vania Steel Company.’ Effingham B. Mor- 
rie was elected president of the new com- 
pany; Edwin F. Parker, secretary and Ed- 
mund Smith, treasurer. The Girectors will 
be: Eftiingham B. Morris, N. Parker Short- 
lidge, John B.Gest, George Philler, Howland 
Davis, Alfred Farnshaw and Luther S. 
Bent. The company has now all the orders 
it can fill and there is a possibility of start- 
ing up some of its furnaces that have been 
idle fo some time, Its furnaces are located 
at Steelton, Pa., and Sparrows Point, Md.. 
and when working full their capacity is 
600,000 tons a year, of 2,000 tons a day. The 
capital stock of the new company consists 
of $1,500,000 preferred stock ar.d $5,000,000 
con-mon. The bonded debt is $7,000,000. A 
few weeks ago the Pennsylvania Steel Com- 
pany was bought in at foreclosure sale by 
the reorganizaticn committee. 


THE FLIGHT OF PAK. 
Quarreled with His Friends and Had 
To Leave the Country. 


Washington, July 10.—The department 
of state has been advised by our minister 
at Seoul that there is much excitement in 
that capital over the fiight of the minister 
of the interior, Pak Yong-Hyo, the practi- 
cal dictator of Corea for the last six 
months. The king issued an order for his 
e@rrest on the charge of treason, which 
gave complete satisfaction to the Japanese, 
but the latter fearing the effect on Japa- 
nese public opinion of the arrest of the 
minister who was supposed to be strongly 
Japanese in his views, abetted his escape 
to Japan. 

Pak is brother-in-law of the king and has 
the title of prince. His reiationship to the 
king debarred him by Corean law from 
holding office. He espoused the progres- 
sive party headed by Kim Ok Kim and in 
1883 he was, notwithstanding ‘the law, ap- 
pointed to the new office of mayor br 
Seoul. He entered into reform with such 
over-energy that loud complaints came 
from the populace, encouraged in this by 
the conservative faction, and soon he was 
removed from office. 

In 188% he was one of the chief conspira- 
tors in the abortive revolt of Kim Ok K'm. 
After this he escaped to Japan, where he 
lived in destitution until 184. On Decém- 
ber 17, 1894, when the new Corean cabinet 
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Mea soca became the practical dicteor 
or Corea, but showed but little politig] 
wisdom, quarreled with all his friends aig 
alienated the friendship of the Japanes, 
who for some time past have been anxious 
to see him removed. 


CHRISTIAN ENDEAVORERS. 


Large Delegations from All Over the 
Union Gathering in Boston. 
Boston, Mass., July 10.—With-the earliest 
trains and boats, almost with the rising 
sun, the great army of Christian Endeav- 
orers began to pour into the city today in 
a way which utterly threw into Shade any 
previous influx of visitors to any similar 
convention. Single parties of two or three 
on the regular cars; parties of fifty or 100 
in special cars attached to the regular 
trains, and in great delegations, numbering 
several hundreds, on special trains, they 
came pouring steadily into the stations, and 
under the skiljful direction of ,the reception 
committee, melting away on the cars and 
through the streets, on the way to their 
quarters. They came from every part of 
the country, from~Maine to California. 
Texas sent in her delegation, and so did the 
Canadian provinces, and no hamlet seemed 
too small and insignificant to send some 
one to the great meeting. The forces of 
the reception committee were more than 
twice as large as yesterday and they de- 
veloped the greatest activity in directing 
the delegates to their quarters and making 
them welcome. There were also delega- 
tions from the Christian Union, which gave 
their aid and work. The effect of the great 
inflUx on the railroads was easily percep- 
tible. On the local trains almost all ran 
an extra car or two, and nearly all of the 
trains coming from any distance added 
two or three outside of the specials which 
they have put on for any solid dele- 
gation. There was also a great deal of 
delay in the running time of most of the 
roads, especially in the trains coming from 
the west, which were usually several hours 
late.

Was a Pleasant Trip. 


It was a pleasant trip, the editors say, 
One of the best that has been yet given 
by the Georgia Press Associatian. They 
touched Quebec, where the Garrison Club 
got hold of them and tolled them down 
Montmorency falls, up to St. Anne’s shrine, 
to the plains of Abraham, where it is said 
Colonel John Triplett insisted upon re- 
counting revolutionary stories of strife and 
adventure, until it was nearly dark.

Desjardius, clerk of the legis- 
lative assembly; and the president and 
members of the Garrison Club, of Quebec, 
frdm whose hands we have been the re- 
cipients of the most polite and courteous 
and devoted attention, these chivairous 
gentlemen sparing no trouble and expense 
to make our visit to their magnificent city 
one never to be forgotten, and ever to be 
cherished as one of the lovehest and most 
interesting visits of the association; and 

‘“‘Whereas, these representatives of the 
Quebec press and the Garrison Club have 
shown the most attentive and delicate 
courtesies to our honored and beloved 
president, the Hon. H. H. Cabaniss, and 
being desirous to express our thanks, 
be it therefore .

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BUILDING INSPECTOR. 


New Regulations Prevail Now in Re- 
gard to Building. 

The induction into office of Building In- 
spector Pittman has revolutionized build- 
ing and improvement of bui'dings in At- 
lar.ta more than may be imagined. 

There are contractors and architects who 
heve been engaged in Atlanta for years who 
do not yet fully realize the change that 
the adoption of the new building ’aws and 
the election of the inspector has brought 
about. 

Previcus to the adoption of the new laws 
any one in the city who wanted to erect 
a building was required by the law to file 
with coungil a petition for permission to 
build. In this petition the location and 
character of the building were given, but 
there was nothing like a description of the 
structure. The paper was referred to the 
fire department committee, and that com- 
mittee was supposed to visit the locality, as- 
certain everything about the proposed 
building and then make a report to the 
gereral council at the next meeting, after 
wich a building permit was issued, if «he 
report of the committee was favorable. 
Tren the work went on as the contractor 
or the petiticner saw fit to do it. If he 
@dhered to the line indicated in the per- 
mit granted, it was well and good, but if 
he did not, there was no one about to as- 
certain that the terms of the permit were 
being evaded. 

But all of that is changed now. 

The new law takes all of that work 
away from the fire department committee 
and places it in the hands of the building 
inspector. In fact the council has noth- 
ing to do with it unless the inspector or 
some petitioner comes before it in the 
way of an appeal. Under the new law all 
applications for building permits must go 
direct to the building inspector, who gives 
the paper a study. If he is satisfied with 
the information he can issue the permit 
at once and the contractor can go right 
on with the work. But if the information 
in the application for the permit is not 
sufficient for the inspector he can Tre- 
serve his grant until he has made all the 
investigation he wants, ~and if the terms 
ascertained do not suit him he can with- 
hold the permits until the petitioner amends 
it to suit the inspector. As the building 
goes up the inspector is required to visit 
it and see that the terms are carried out. 
If he finds any violation of the terms spe- 
cifled in the grant he can cause the work 
to be stopped and the defect to be reme- 
died even if it calls for the complete de- 
molition of what has been done. In large 
buildings such as are usually erected in 
the heart of the city he is expected to 
give a close watch to see that the laws 
are being carefully followed. 

The inspector. now has an officie in the 
city hali and is in the same room with 
the inspector of street lights. 

‘“T have had my hands full,” said the in- 
spector yesterday, ‘‘although I have been 
here but a week. I have had any num- 
ber of requests for permits and have found 
it necessary to turn down one. I am now 
having the new code printed and within 
the next week will have as many .copies 
of it as I will need for some time to come. 
One of the first things I shall do after get- 
ting the books from the printer will be to 
place a copy of the code in the hands of 
every architect, every contractor and every 
builder in the city.”

An Important Ruling. 

At Columbia, S. C., the other day 
Judge Townsend ordered several jurors 
in a dispensary case to stand aside be- 
cause they admitted that they were 
opposed to the law. 

These jurors declared that while they 
objected to the law they were not op- 
posed to its enforcement, and they said 
that they would render a verdict accord- 
ing to the law and the evidence. This 
did not suif the judge, and he held that 
the men who took this view of the dis- 
pensary act were not competent to try 
cases arising under it. 

If this ruling is to prevail generally 
in the courts there will be trouble in 
getting juries. A great many laws on 
our statute books are objectionable to 
the masses, although they believe that 
it is right to enforee them so long as 
they remain unrepealed. To hold that 
these men are disqualified from acting 
as jurors in cases under the laws in 
question will keep large numbers of up- 
right and intelligent citizens from doing 
jury duty, and in some instances it will 
be exceedingly difficult to make up a 
jury. 

The matter is of considerable interest 
to the bar and the public, and future 
rulings on the subject will be watched 
with interest,

The statement that such a creed 
would “put the state where she belongs” 
carries so much weight with it and 
points to such a desirable result that 
it cannot fail to attract attention. If 
anything more is needed to commend 
the Richmond paber’s proposition to 
public favor it will be found in the al- 
most pathetic intimation that the action 
recommended is greatly to be desired at 
a time “when so many good democrats 
hardly know whether they are for or 
against the administration.” 

Of course, no sacrifice would be too 
great if it would benefit hosts of good 
democrats who do not know where they 
stand or which side they are on.

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A Devoted Mother. 

In a divorce suit now pending in Chi- 
cago between Mr. Cottier and his wife, 
a mother’s devotion to her child has 
caused her to be committed to jail for 
contempt. 

The Cottiers have been estranged for 
twelve years, and they have a daughter 
whose whereabouts are unknown to the 
father. The latter, who is a very 
Wealthy man, has brought suit for adi- 
vorce mainly in order to find out 
whether his daughter is dead or alive 
and where she jis at the present time, 
with a view’ to taking her away from 
her mother. 

During the progress of the divorce suit 
the question of the child’s residence is a 
side issue, and it should not come to 
the, front untjl the court grants the di- 
vorce. Judge Payne, however, takes a 
different view. He asked the mother 
the other day to disclose the where- 
abouts of her daughter, and. because she 
refused, he ordered her to jail for six 
months for contempt. 

The judge had no right to ask the 
question. The answer has nothing to 
do with the pending suit. So far as the 
divorce suit is concerned it does not 
matter where the girl may be.. The 
judge attempted to bulldoze the poor 
mother. He said to her: “If I have dis- 
covered the whereabouts of your child 
won't it be better to rely upon the court 
than to let the father apply for a writ 
of habeas corpus?’ To this question Mrs. 
Cottier replied: 

This is a situation I have had before 
me for twelve long years, your honor. If 
you only knew the disposition of the father 
as well as I know it, yoy would not censure 


me, I have expected this a‘long time, and 
I have been prepared. 


She positively refused to say where 
her child was at that time. The court 
then ordered her to be committed for 
six months. . 

The mother takes the position that 
Mr. Cottier is a violent, dangerous, im- 
moral man, and that it would not be 
safe for her child to be under his con- 
trol. Believing this, she is willing to 
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duct, Judge Payne tried to frighten and 
browbeat her and finally treated her as 
he would a common felon. . 

We agree with The Chicago Inter 
Ocean that judges are allowed too much 
latitude in contempt cases, and their 
powers should be restricted. Tyranny is 
tyranny, whether it is exercised by a 
despot on a bench or a despot on a 
throne. There is too much bench despot- 
ism in this country, and a good deal of 
it is as unreasonable as it is oppressive.

THE LICENSE BOOKS CLOSED LAST NIGHT 


4 Chinee Who Runs a Laundry the Last 
to Put Down His Tax Money: 
Yesterday’s Receipts. 


A washee-washee man, with a long pig- 
tail curled about the top of his head, was 
the last applicant for a business license 
last night at the city hall. 

The clock was striking nine when the ce- 
lestial came in and asked for a license, at 
the same time dropping his silver dollars 
under Deputy Buchanan's nose. Imme- 


diately behind him were three others seek- 


ing renewals of licenses, but the clock fin- 
ished striking while the laundrymen was 
being served by Deputy Buchanan, and the 
three were left. 

While it,was a Chinaman who secured 
the last license, it was a retail liquor deal- 
er who got the first one in the morning. 

lt was a busy day with the clerk and his 
deputies, the water office and the tax col- 
lector from the time the office opened in 
the morning until the laundryman went 
from the clerk's office with his unsigned 
license in one hand and his money in the 
other to the collector’s office. It was some- 
thing new to all of the men behind the 
ccunter except Deputy Joyner, who has 
been there quite a while, and who has seen 
other “dark days” and for some of them 
the work was mcre than they had ever 
undertaken before in a day. There was 
scarcely a minute when the office was not 
crowded with applicants for licenses, and 
every one wanted to be waited on first, 
but it was not long after the office opened 
that those who came in found that they 
would have to wait their turn. There were 
three deputies busy all day, each working 
ata different window, and when the work 
ceased last night every one of them was 
tired. 

All sorts of applications enumerated in 
the tax ordinance for 1895 were made. The 
beotblack wis on hand with his mite, while 
beside him stood the leading merchant of 
the city. A negro drayman was flanked at 
another window by the Kimball house rep- 
resentative, the payers of the heaviest 
license tax the city receives from one in- 
dividual or company, while the saloon 
man with his $250 elbowed dispensers of 
seda and other soft drinks. Busy as they 
were in the clerk’s office they were not 
more pushed for time than the water of- 
fice. In that section of the city hall there 
was displayed a most pronounced desire 
on the part of a great throng of water con- 
sSumers to pay their water bills in order to 
prevert the possibility of a cut-off in the 
supply. Like the clerk’s office and the wa- 
ter office, the collector and his force found 
their hands full making change for the ben- 
efit of the payer. 

After the last paper had been issued and 
the last dolar had found its way into ¢he 
ccllector’s office, it was found that the dav 
had been one of the largest tn the history 
of the city. Especially large was it with 
the waterworks office, where the receipts- 
for the day run up to $2,471.98, which is sev- 
eral hundred dollars larger than it has 
ever been before for any one day. 

The count up in the collector's office show- 
ed that $25,000 in round figures had been re- 
ceived during the day, 01d that all ex.ept 
that which was secured through the water 
department had come from the clerk’s of- 
fice. 

“It’s been a busy, mighty busy day with 
us,” said Deputy Buchanan, as he dropped 
ris pen and closed the book gast night, ‘‘and 
I am glad it’s all over with. To tell you 
the truth it looked to me today as if people 
never ate or else they ate in relays, any- 
how they managed to keep me from eating 
and none of the others played in any better 
luck than I. 

“It has been my first last day here and 
I hope it will be my last first last day. 
Those who have been here before tll. me 
that the work today has never been larger 
in the history of Atlanta. I know one 
thing, though, and that is that we have 
handled all kinds of money today, and 
that it thas been paid in by all kinds of 
people and for all kinds of licenses. 

‘The saloon men have paid more money 
than ary other line. From them we have 
received today $11,750 for barroom licenses 
for the next quarter. While the saloon men 
have paid in over $10,000, the wholesale 
whisky men have paid in but $187.50, less by 
leng odds than even the dray drivers have 
paid in. From the dray licenses we have 
received today $640.75, more money than I 
even thought was invested in drays in the 
city. Under what we call general business 
licenses are grouped about every line that 
I have not indieated to you and from that 
source we got today $7,285. It is quite a 
snug sum to take in on the last day alone. 

“I guess Mr. Beermann, for the Kimball, 
and Mr. DeGive pay about the largest 
emounts that are paid by any one. The 
Kimball takes cut a licens? for the hotel 
business, another for the saloon, another 
for the billiard room, another for the news 
stand, and so on till every line it carries 
is covered. Mr. Beermann’s check today 
was $682, Mr. DeGive pays for two thea- 
ters, one calling for $250, and the other for 
$125, and fcr bill posting at the rate of $25 
a year. 

‘It’s a great place to study human na- 
ture right here at one of these windows. 
Some of the people come up and take their 
time about getting away. They seem to 
think that there is no one behind them to 
be served. Then there are others who can 
ask more questions in a minute than 1 could 
answer in a month, and they always come 
just when the cowd is the heaviest and 
the most impatient men of the lot are right 
behind them clamoring for a chance at the 
window. That same impatient man is an- 
other element that is essential to the last 
day. Fully aware of the fact that there is 
a last day and that there will be a crowd 
on hand, he sits zround doing nothing com- 
paratively tnd then comes in out of breath. 
He tries to make a rush through the crowd 
for the window and gets mad when those in 
front won't give way. All the time he is 
waiting he is quarreling with some one 
about the license tax he has to pay anc 
the valuable time he is losing waiting to 
pay out his good ‘hard dollars. Then when 
he does get up to the window he wants 
everyone to know that he is supporting 
the city and is carrying the great burden 
of taxation on his shoulders. Yes, I like 


my job.”

HE MAY NOW BE- IN GUSTODY 


His Creditors Here Decide to Press the 
Law in Their Case Against Him. 
No Agreement Reached. 


If the office@)of Juarez, Mexico, can find 
him there, John 8. Smith, the money lend- 
er of this city, who left about five weeks 
ago carrying with him about $4,200 belong- 
ing to the Atlanta banks, may be languish- 
ing in prison in that city before the sun 
goes down this afternoon. 

A telegram was sent to the chief of po- 
lice of Juarez by Acting Chief of Police: 
Wright last night requesting that Smith be 
arrested and held on a charge of embezzie- 
ment until the proper papers could be sent. 

The telegram was sent at the instance of 
the Moody Loan and Banking Company, 
which firm is representing all of Smith’s 
creditors in the city,.and if he is arrested 
that firm will undertake to have him ex- 
tradited and returned to Atlanta and tried 
on the charge named, in addition to which 
Smith may be prosecuted for forgery. He 
is said to have forged certain notes now 
in the possession of the Moody bank, 

For several days past negotiations have 
been in progress between the relatives of 
Smith and his creditors in Atlanta with 
the view of the embezzler settling his obli- 
gations here on a basis of about 50 per 
cent, and until yesterday it iooked as if 
an agreement would be reached whereby 
Smith would be allowed to return to At- 
lanta on that basis and feel free of not be- 
ing prosecuted. It seems that Smith’s rela- 
tives and the creditors failed to agree on 
the terms of the settlement, which result- 
ed in the telegram being sent to the Mexi- 
can officers, the creditors deciding that 
they would wait no longer on the embezzler 
to make a settlement. 

Offered To Compromise. 

The details of the negotiations which 
have been conducted between the Moody 
Loan and Banking Company and D. N. and 
J. P. Smith, father and brother of John 8. 
Smith, in behalf of the latter, were pub- 
lished exclusively in The Constitution four 
days ago. Smith’s creditors in Atlanta 
made a proposition to the father and broth- 
er that if he would return to Atlanta and 
pay them the sum of $2,000 he would be 
given a release from prosecution for the 
crime of embezzlement by them. Smith ab- 
sconded with about $4,200, belonging to the 
Moody Loan and Banking Company and 
two other banks, and the proposition was 
based on the principle that if the creditors 
could get nearly half of their money re- 
turned, that would be better than getting 
none of it, which would be the case should 
he be arrested and brought back and pros- 
ecuted. The proposition was made to the 
Smiths one day last week, the time for its 
acceptance being named as last Monday, 
but on that day the Smiths asked for 
further time, 
that they were waiting to hear from Smith 
in Mexico before closing the deal. The 
matter was put off from day till day until, 
when yesterday afternoon the Smiths in 
Atlanta failed to give a final answer to the 
proposition, the creditors decided to have 
the embezzler arrested and punished for 
the crime, even if they never get a cent 
of the money; consequently ‘the telegram to 
the Mexican chief of police was sent. 

Could Raise Only $1,000, 

It seems that the failure of Smith’s rel- 
atives to accept the proposition made them 
was on account of the declination of D. 
N. Smith, the father of John Smith, to sign 
notes to be given by the latter for the sum 
of $1,000 in part payment of the amount 
he was to settle his indebtedness with. The 
Smiths said that they could probably raise 
one-half of the necessary $2,000, but were not 
willing to sign John Smith’s paper for the 
balance, as suggested by the creditors. Mr. 
D. N. Smith, the father, said that he was 
very anxious to have his son settle up his 
Obligations here, and that in order to help 
him do so he was willing to do anything in 
his power, but that he felt that he could 
not sign his son’s paper for such a large 
sum. He did not positively decline to set- 
tle the matter on the terms named, but 
kept putting it off from time to time until 
the creditors decided to close the negotia- 
tions and have the embezzler arrested with- 
out further delay. 

it is said that the Smiths in Atlanta have 
been in constant communication with John 
Smith and that the negotiations were being 
conducted at his instance, although this is 
denied by those interested here. D. N. 
Smith and J. P. Smith claim that they do 
not know how much of the money J. 8. 
Smith carried away is still in his possession 
and that their efforts at settling the matter 
have been made without any regard to 
what amount of money he may have, they 
expecting to raise the $1,000, which they of- 
fered in settlement, on their own account. 

Can He Be Extradited? 

There is some question as to whether 
Smith can be extradited from Mexico on a 
charge of embezzlement. The officers at 
police headquarters think that he can, 
while many others believe that the treaty 
laws between the two countries prevent ex- 
tradKion on that charge. Mr, Moody, of 
the Moody bank, said yesterday that he felt 
confident of being able to bring Smith back 
to Atlanta and that every effort would be 
made to have the embezzler arrested and 
held until a man could be sent to Mexico for 
him. 

That $100 Reward Money. 

There is a standing reward of 3100 for the 
arrest and delivery of Smith in any safe 
jail in the United States, which was offered 
by the Moody bank shortly after Smith’s 
departure from Atlanta in May last. The 
terms of the reward would seem to shut 
the Mexican officers out of any chance of 
getting the reward unless the Moody bank 
and other creditors would order the amount 
paid to them of their own accord. The check 
for the amount is in the hands of Chief 
Connolly. 

It was said on the streets yesterday that 
Smith is now in company with two. rail- 
road men who left Atlanta some time ago 
for Mexico, and who are said to be employ- 
ed by the Mexican Central railroad at Jua- 
rez. Those who are interested in having 
him captured seém to think that the Mexi- 
can authorities will have no trouble in lo- 
eating Smith on that dccount. 

The telegram signed by Chief Wright last 
night gave a full description of Smith and 
stated that he was wanted here for embez- 
ziement, and that proper papers would be 
sent if he was arrested. 

Will Probably Hear Today. 

At a late hour last night nothing had been 
heard from the Mexican authorities as to 
whether they had arrested Smith, but a re- 
ply to the telegram is expected this morning 
advising of his lodgment in jail at Juarez, 
it being said that the officers of that city 
have been posted as to his location there 
and that nothing remained to be done but 
advise them to arrest him. Some seem to 
think that the embegzler has left Juarez 
by this time for some point further in the 
interior of Mexico, in which case it may 
be very difficult to locate him. Juarez is 
just across the border, being opposite the 
city of El Paso, Tex., on the Rio Grande 
river.

The Carious Public Went to See Countess 
da Barry Yesterday, 


EXHIBITORS DID A RUSHING BUSINESS 


The Curiosity of the Public Piqued by the 
; Row Over the Picture Which Is 
Now on Display. 


An almost steady stream of smiling spec- 
tators went into the front doors of the 
Norcross building. It looked as if every- 
bedy had suddenly become very thirsty and 
was raiding Venable's soda fount, 

But it was not the case, for it is in the 
rear of the same fioor that the painting 
of the Countess du Barry is placed for in- 
spection over the objection of Mr. Nor- 
cross, 

For several days the painting has been 
a subject of contention and discussion, but 
{yesterday everything was peacpful. No 
more correspondence took place, and the 
managers .of the exhibition rubbed their 
hands together at the pleasing prospect of 
an increased patronage. 

The discussion as to the real merits of the 

picture has aroused the curiosity and anxie- 
ty of a large proportion of Atlanta’s male 
population. They filed in with a puzzled 
vslook upon their countenances, and walked 
out again smiling. The consensus of opin- 
ion was that Mr. Norcross did not hold the 
proper idea of the high in art. The picture 
was certainly artistic they said. 

But despite the large crowd that poured 
into the exhibition room, Monsieur Abergo, 
the ruddy faced Frenchman, was not weli 
pleased by any means. He was rather an- 
gry because his painting had been jumped 
upon. 

“I know,” he said yesterday, “that it is 
true that all the talk made by Mr. Nor- 
cross has helped make the crowd larger, 
and that many have come to see it through 
curiosity. 

‘‘Now that is not what I desire, nor what 
my confreres desire. Our painting has been 
made notorious where it should be famous, 
It is visited by many because it has been 
called licentious and lascivious. We do not 
want it visited for that reason. We wish 
to have people visit it because it is a work 
of art. We are not pandering, as the pa- 
pers quote Mr. Norcross, to the vulgar 
taste. It is .not our fault that people have 
come to see it to find something vulgar 
about it—if they have visited it for that 
purpose.

TO CHICAGO IN THIRTY-FOUR HOURS 


Special Prepsrations Made to Handle 
Georgia’s Fruits ‘Without Loss of 
Time—The Faas: Schedule. 


oa 


Never before in the history of the south 
have the prospects for tbe peach and 
watermelon crops been brighter. The trees 
are drooping with the luscious peach, and 
unless some unforeseen calamity befalls 
this section, the most sanguine expecta- 
tions of the fruit growers will be realized. 

From every section most encouraging 
reports ure received, and judging from the 
present outiook, the success of the crop 
is assured. The perplexing problem of 
transportation that has in the past given 
the growers some considerable troubie is 
being easily solved by the railroads, and 
the crop is being handled with dispatch. 

Herttofore it has required about fifty 
hours for fruit to reach Chicago after 
leaving Atlanta, and even this was con- 
sidered good time. An entirely new sched- 
ule has been inaugurated this season, and 
the Zifferent roadsare vying with each 
other in the matter of rapid transit. 

The railroads have been warmly engaged 
in fighting for the business, and it is prob- 
ably due to this sharp competition that the 
deliveries of cars have reached this speed 
never before equaled. They are all hust- 
ling for the business, and the fruit growers 
are being benefited exceedingly by the 
rivalry that exists between the various 
lines to the north and east. 

Last week all previous records regarding 
the delivery of cars was broken. A car 
loaded with peaches lef; Atlanta at 6 


o’clock in the morning. Chattanooga was 


reached at 12:25 o’clock that afternoon, 
and Nashville was passed at midnight. 
The next morning, not quite twenty-four 
hours out from Atlanta, the car was 
stopped at Evansville and re-iced. This 
caused a delay of about forty minutes, 
but the train reached Chicago that after- 
noon at 4 o’clock, making the entire run 
from Atlanta in just thirty-four hours—a 
most remarkable record. 

Frequently the run to Chicago is made 
in forty hours, and no car this season 
has required more than forty-three hours 
in transit between the two points named. 

When the peaches are loaded, the cars 
are well iced, and, as the car leaves imme- 
diately, it is iced but once again, general- 
ly at Evansyille, Cairo or ‘Serre Haute. 
When the caf is loaded and the door seal- 
ed, an engine is ready to pull the car away. 
The watermelon traffic being immense, 
there is no trouble in finding a train te 
which the car can be attached. After it 
leaves Atlanta on this special fruit train, 
nothing but a passenger train has the 
right of way against it. Every effort is 
made to keep the tracks clear, and the 
wires are kept hot rushing it through, 

This rapid transit means much to the 
fruit growers, and the splendid service the 
railroads are furnishing will do much 
towards developing the industry in the 
south. It has now been made possible to 
pull the peach from the tree in the early 
morning and the next night the same 
peach is placed on the market in Chicago. 

The haste with which the fruit crop is 
being handled does not conflict with the 
watermelon business, for the same atten- 


) tion is given the melons, only a peach 


train has the preference. This is done for 
two reasons—the peach car is more val- 
uable and will spoil sooner than the mel- 
ons will. 

A car of Elberta peaches, properly crated 
and loaded in a good refrigerator car, will 
keep for at least ten days, and possibly 
there would be no great danger for two 
weeks. The more delicate varieties, how- 
ever, will spoil in a very few days, and 
this fact causes the roads to hurry the 
cars through. 

The prices being realized for peaches are 
fairly good, and the abundant crop will 
net a neat margin of profit to the growers. 
The only danger is that the trees are over~ 
loaded. and many are breaking downh un- 
der the weight of the fruit. This will not 
work serious damage, however, as when 
a limb falls the weight is relieved, and 
the balance on the tree will make the 
largest crop that has ever been gathered.

Judge Calhoun’s injury was a very scri- 
ous one, and his improvement has been 
very slow, the limb yet being far from 
sound. It will probably be at least ten days 
or more before the judge will be able to 
get out on the streets, and only then by 
the assistance of crutches. 

His long absence from his accustomed 
chair at the recorder’s court is being felt 
at the station house, and his many friends 
in the city continue to make daily inquiries 
as to his condition. He is under the good 
treatment of Dr. Willis Westmoreland, who 
hopes to bring his patient about all right 
in the time stated.

Hubbard Bros. and Co.’s Cotton Letter, 


New York, July 10.—The market yester- 
day afternoon was evidently unduly de- 
pressed by the cotton then offered for sale, 
and when Liverpool was quoted as quiet 
with spot sales of 10,000 bales and futures 
at 2-644 decline, prices at the opening here 
advanced 2 to 4 points on the first call. 
The fear of what the bureau would report 
held tHe market steady throughout the 
forenoon, August selling, in fact, at 6.9, 
an advance of 7 points from_the close. The 
trading was light and marked by a*supply 
from commission houses which was taken 
with no special effort. Just prior to the bu- 
reau the advance had been lost and prices 
were those of yesterday. The report as first 
given out showed an average condition of 
82.3, which caused a flurry in prices and a 
strong desire to sell, and with the aid of 
stop orders a decline of about 10 points was 
quickly made, August touching 6.79. When 
the detail, however, was given and Texas 
named as 76, comparing with June, 79 and 
July of last year 99, a quick raily ensued 
and August aaveneee. to 6.84. The market 
at 1 o'clock was quiet; the disposition of 
the general trade in regard to the report not 
being yet determineG. Copious rains are 
reported today at Houston, with the pros- 
pect of an additional rainfaii. the ab- 
sence of demand during the afternoon 
brought about a loss of the rally, and while 
at the lower prices good buying appeared. 
This was not erough to make advances, 
The market is steady at the decline. 


Business Unsatisfactory. 

Manchester; July 10.—The Guardian in its 
commercial article says: 

“There has been little satisfactory busi- 
ness transacted during the week. Occasion- 
ally orders have been booked at poor 
prices. Few manufacturers are willing to 
entertain such offers as have been made. 
China buyers are more quiet and the trans- 
actions for other far eastern markets have 
been meager.

The Best Looking Waists. 

The best looking waists are made with a 
pointed yoke back and front, from which, 
to the waist lines, are laid side pleats. The 
pieats vary in size according to the figure.

If it is preferred to have them below the 
knee they must be short enough not to 
show below the skirt.

This site will be just 
beyond the place selected for the Pennsyl- 
vania state building, between the clubhouse 
and the fine art building, just where the 
fire shed now stands. 

A Thing of Beauty. 

The building erected by the state of New 
York will be a thing of beauty. 

Two stories high, with a broad veranda 
skirting the whole building, and at. each 
end picturesque plazas stretching with awn- 
ing covering, it will show up to striking ad- 
vantage. The front entrance will be wide, 
with large stone steps leading to it. Just 
over the archway will be placed the official 
seal of the state of New York. As a whole, 
the building will give a rather rustic effect, 
but it will be finished up in the most ar- 
tistic manner. 

The interior arrangement is splendid. Just 
opposite the front entrance will be a divi- 
sion, where those who come will register. 
On each side of this will be the parlors— 
one for the ladies, fitted out in the most 
elegant fashion, and the opposite one for 
the gentlemen, 

In the rear will be the lunch and club- 
rooms reserved for the guests and visitors 
to lounge. The billiard parlors will also be 
there. There will be a broad circular hall- 
way, opening up into the second story. 

Altogether, the appearance and arrange- 
ment of the whole building will be most 
attractive. 

Addition for an Exhibition, 

It is probable that an addition will be 
made for the purpose of placing therein the 
display which the commissioners hope to 
obtain on their return trip to New York. 
They. regret that all of the available space 
in the different buildings has been exhaust- 
ed and that additional rooms will have to 
be added.

This morning early the commissioners 
will meet Mr. Grant Wilkins at the 
grounds and discuss once more the mat- 
ter of location.

As soon 1s they return they 
will report to Governor Morton just what 
they have in view and then the work of 
securing their. exhibits for the exposition 
will begin. 

Next Monday they will meet in New 
York. At that time the plans will be talk-

“Most of the foreign countries on this 
continent will officially“participate in the 
exhibition and exhibits will be made by 
manufacturers in England, France, Bel- 
gium, Germany, Italy, Austria, Hungary 
and Russia. 

“Many of the states will be represented 
by exhibits and a number will have state 
buildings. Pennsylvania; New York, Mas- 
sachusetts, Illinois, Connecticut, Georgia 
and Arkansas have made liberal appropri- 
ations for such purposes. In several} other 
States, where no appropriation has been 
made, private parties have undertaken the 
work of securing the proper representation 
of the industries and products of their re- 
spective scates. 

“I have received an official-communica- 
tion from tha governor of Géorgia, in 
which -he calls attention to the proposed 
exposition and invites ‘an exhibit of the 
resources and products of our state with 
@ liberal representation of our people.’ 

“I, therefore, direct the attention of the 
citizens of this state to the proposed expo- 
sition and suggest the propriety of adopt- 
ing measures whereby the state of New 
Jersey may be fittingly represented at the 
exposition and a proper exhibit made of 
th® industries, resources and products of 
our state. é 

“There is no public fund available for 
the purpose and such action as may be 
taken, will have to be the result of private 
effort, assisted so far as may properly be 
done by the executive and other state offi- 
cials.

SCHOOL FOR RIDING. 


One Will Be Begun by the Gash Com- 
pany This Month. 


MANY LADIES ARE RIDING WHEELS 


They Practice Almost Every Night by tbe 
Bright Electric Light—The Cos- 
tumes They Will W ear. 


Atlanta is to have a riding school where 
the pleasing art of cycling is to be taught 
to those who desire to learn to pedal a 
wheel. 

The school will be opened through the 
energetic firm of W. D. Gash Company, 
and will be opened on July 15th under the 
most auspicious circumstances, 

It is during the past two weeks that the 
need of such a riding school has been 
made evident, and the Gash Company 
have determined that Atlanta is not to re- 
main behind the other larger metropolitan 
cities. 

Although it is not generally known, 
there are not less than thirty or forty ma- 
trons and younger women acquiring the 
proper Knowledge of bicycling and they 
will soon be able to ride out in splendid 
form. 

Almost every night the Peachtree thor- 
Oughfare is crowded with those trying to 
master the art of equilibrium on a wheel. 
Competent teachers aid them and some of 
the ladies are Jearning very rapidly. Among 
those who have been on the asphalt with 
a wheel are Mrs. H. B. Tompkins, Mrs. 8. 
M. Inman, Mrs. Will Inman, Mrs. Grant 
Wilkins, Mrs. W. B. Lowe, Miss Rebie 
Lowe, Mrs. DuBose, Mrs. Frank Meador, 
Mrs. Thomas and Misses Thomas, Miss 
Virginia Arnold, Miss Moore, of Mobile; 
Miss Mamie Goldsmith, Miss Julia Wil- 
kins and Miss Lillian Goldsmith. 

Several of the riders are already equipped 
with costumes. It seems that there'is a 
general dislike to the bloomers, and a skirt 
will be adopted instead. This skirt will 
strike just above the shoe top, and leg- 
gings will be worn. This makes a graceful 
and easy costume and those who are now 
learning will appear to a decided advan- 
tage in the proposed cycling costume. 

In charge of the riding school will be 
Professor Agostini, who will act as master 
of ceremonies. The Gash Company will 
have several competent professors, all act- 
ing under instructions from Captain F. G. 
Byrd, the company’s instructor. Wurm’s 
orchestra has been engaged and refresh- 
ments will be served.

DELAYED BY INJUNCTION. | 


The Woodward Lumber Coa. Cannot 
Begin Its New Plant Yet. 

Judge Lumpkin, of the superior court, 
having granted a temporary injunction, fix- 
ing next Monday for a hearing as to perma- 
nent injunction, the Woodward Lumber 
Company ‘has suspended operations in build- 
ing its new plant in West End. 

It will be remembered that several weeks 
ago the Woodward Lumber Company lost 
its plant by fire. At that time there were 
128 men on the pay roll of the company, 
and these men are now out of employment. 

The company immediately prepared to re- 
build on a larger scale, and its old place 
not being large enough, it bought a large 
tract of land in West End fronting cn the 
Central railroad, and adjoining the ice fac- 
tory on the Railroad avenue side of the 
Central track. A large force of men was 
put to work immediately grading the 
ground preparatory to the erection of the 
new plant. 

Citizens from the neighborhood objected 
on the ground that the building of a lum- 
ber mill would prove a nuisance to the res- 
idents of that section, and a temporary :in- 
junction being asked for, Judge Lumpkin 
granted it. 

The hearing on the question of permanent 
injunction will take place next Monday and 
in the meantime all work is suspended. A 
representative of the company said yester- 
day: 

“We regret exceedingly that we have been 
thus delayed, and if the court holds thata 
lumber mill is a nuisance we don’t know 
what we will do. If it is a nuisance there 
it will be a nuisance anywhere else in At- 
lanta, and while we would not like to be 
forced out of the city, we do not gnow what 
we would do if we are restrained by the 
courts from building on the grounds which 
we have secured for the purpose. There 
are no residents in the immediate neigh- 
borhood of the place selected, and the plant 
would certainly not be a nuisance to peo- 
ple living on Park street and on other 
streets in West End, all of which are re- 
mote from the plant. We are anxious to 
put our men back to work, and will do so 
just as soon as we can build our new equip- 
ment. If the courts dispose of the: matter 
favorably next Monday we will go at once 
to work and will furnish employment to 
every man who was thrown out of employ- 
ment by the fire by which we were so sud- 
denly stopped a few weeks ago.”’ 

Considerable interest attaches to the hear- 
ing next Monday, and in the meantime, 
under temporary injunction, all work has 
been stopped.
